Candidate  Ejected; 
Decision  Upheld

A Freshmen  Class  presidential 
candidate  was  ejected  from  the 
general  election  ballot,  Monday 
night,  as  the  ASBYU  Assembly 
upheld  the  Elections  Committee’s 
decision  which  disqualified  Richard 
J.  Gunn  from  the  Thursday-Fri- 
day  elections. 

Gunn,  a Provo  major  in  business 
management,  was  defended  by  At- 
torney General  David  Thomas  in 
his  appeal  to  the  Assembly.  The 
long  and  heated  hastle  over  the 
committee’s  decision  which  was 
the  result  of  a budget  investiga- 
tion ignited  by  a letter  of  com- 
plaint, was  finally  resolved  with  9 
voting  for,  6 against,  and  1 ab- 
staining. 

GUNN  TO  APPEAL 

Immediately  following  Gunn’s  in- 
dictment. he  told  the  Daily  Uni- 
verse, “Upon  recommendation  of 
Bryce  Christensen,  Executive  As- 
sistant to  Student  Body  President 
Lynn  Soutbam,  I feel  an  obligation 
to  the  people  who  supported  me, 
■to  do  everything  I can.”  Consequ- 
ently, the  case  will  be  appealed  be- 
fore the  Supreme  Court  today  at 
6 p.m.  in  room  445  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center.

“I  truly  feel  that  there  was 
breaking  of  rules  and  we  {Elec- 
tions Committee)  did  what  the  Con- 
stitution prescribed,”  began  Gerry 
Lindman,  chairman  of  the  Elec- 
tions Committee.

Lindman  said  that  he  only 
included  the  cost  of  the  quart 
among  his  expenditures. 

Gunn  retailiated.  “In  reality  I've 
exceeded  the  limit,  however,  I 
have  only  used  $28.16  on  the  camp- 
aign itself,  therefore  breaking  no 
rules.” 

“Saturday.  Gerry  told  me,”  con- 
tinued Gunn,  “that  tabulating  such 
proportions  was  illegal  and  that 
was  the  first  I had  heard  of  it.”

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Suicides  Increasing  In  Colleges 


Suicide  is  the  second  greatest  cause  of 
death  among  college  students. 

The  fact  that  there  will  be  1,000  college 
and  university  students  w'ho  take  their  own 
lives  this  year  plus  other  startling  statistics 
is  contained  in  a recent  article  in  the  nation- 
al student  magazine  Moderator. 

The  Moderator  article  shows  that  9,000 
other  students  will  attempt  suicide  and 
90,000  more  will  threaten  to  take  their  lives. 

It  also  points  out  that  the  suicide  rate 
among  college  students  is  50%  higher  than 
that  for  Americans  in  general. 

These  controversial  figures  were  arrived 
at  after  a national  survey  taken  by  Moder- 
ator editor  Philip  Werdell.  Major  soui-ce 
material  for  the  survey  was  from  a book 
Cry  For  Help  by  Fai-berow  and  Schneidman, 
which  includes  a sixty  page  annotated  bibli- 
ography on  suicide. 

“When  we  started  the  researh,  we  did 
not  want  to  believe  what  we  read,”  Werdell 
said.  “During  the  .sumer  we  undertook  an 
extensive  suiwey  of  every  college.  All  our 
study  confirmed  existing  findings.” 

The  article  claims  that  figures  on  suicide 
are  more  shocking  than  instmctive.  It  lists 
an  outmoded  system  of  higher  education 
and  generally  inadequate  campus  mental 
health  services  as  two  prime  causes  of  the 
high  rate. 

“At  present,  college  triggers  awareness 
in  students  forcing  them  to  a crucial  junc- 
ture in  life.  The  college  resixinds  with  sub- 


ject matter  rather  than  subjects  that  mat- 
ter,” the  article  asserts. 

Few  colleges  have  adequate  psychology 
and  psychiatric  help  available  to  students, 
the  survey  concluded  .“The  existing  stu- 
dent health  mental  services  are  simply  in- 
adequate,” it  said. 

The  article  lists  ways  that  colleges  can 
help  distressed  students.  It  advocates  giving 
students  more  opportunity  to  formulate 
and  fomalize  their  own  education. 

The  colleges  must  hire  more  mental 
health  professionals  to  cope  with  the  situa- 
tion, the  article  adds. 

The  reason  that  suicide  ipi’t  a problem 
at  BYU  is  because  of  the  unique  system  of 
counseling  offered  both  through  campus 
Bishops  and  the  profesional  counseling  ser- 
vice plus  the  MacDonald  Health  Center. 

Postive  attitudes  expressed  here  also 
prevent  stress.  But  as  Bider  Boyd  K.  Packer 
pointed  out  in  a recent  devotional  address, 
students  here  are  not  entirely  free  emotional 
frustrations.  They  must  leam  to  cope  with 
them. 

Students  would  do  well  to  follow  the  ad- 
vice given  in  his  talk  ,plus  one  suggestion 
from  the  Moderator  article. 

“People  believe  that  students  who  talk 
suicide  won’t  do  it.  This  is  false — 75%  of 
all  suicides  have  previously  threatened  it. 
If  you  come  in  contact  with  another  stu- 
dent who  is  threatening  suicide,  a competent 
professional  should  be  consulted  as  soon 
as  irossible.”

ON  DIVORCE 

Dear  Editor; 

I write  in  reference  to  Mr.  Ho- 
over’s novel  editorial,  Is  Ameri- 
ca Safe  for  Marriage?  Apparent- 
ly, your  wire  editor  believes  that 
the  court  system  of  America,  in 
conjuction  with  the  money-hun- 
gry legal  profession  is  responsible 
in  the  main,  for  the  awsome, 
spiraling  divorce  rate.  Further- 
more, I am  appalled  that  Mr.  Ho- 
over would  suggest  that  the  court 
system  be  replaced,  of  all  things, 
by  socialogically-oriented  “Fam- 
ily Centers”. 

I certainly  agree  that  the  div- 
orce-bound couple  can  derive 
many  benefits  from  family  coun- 
seling. However,  it  would  be  ridi- 


culous to  assume  that,  therefore, 
these  counseling  “Centers”  should 
be  given  the  legal  power  to  ad- 
minister the  complex  technical 
factors  of  dissolving  a marriage, 
and  determining  custody,  proper- 
ty, and  financial  rights  of  the  re- 
spective parties.  These  rights 
have  to  be  based  upon  LAW— not 
upon  the  arbitrary  minds  of  in- 
dividual social  workers,  and  psy- 
chologists. 

Mr.  Hoover  spoke  liberally 
about  these  so-called  “antiquat- 
ed” divorce  laws  which  have 
made  divorce  so  easy.  Let  me 
assert  here  that  the  fact  that 
a divorce  is  so  easy  to  obtain  is 
the  real  reason  why  the  divorce 
rate  is  increasing.

COMPATABILITY”?  Is  it  the 
legal  profession?  Hardly!  These 
very  same  “antiquated”  divorce 
laws  that  he  condemns  were  de- 
vised by  Mr.  Hoover’s  friends, 
the  Sociologists— the  very  same 
people  that  he  wants  to  turn  the 
court  system  over  to.  Our  Church 
has  never  subscribed  to  these  so- 
ciological standards  for  divorce. 
The  Church  furthermore  pre- 
scribes Adultery  as  the  only  ac- 
ceptable grounds  for  divorce. 

Family  counseling  centers  can 
never  adequatly  replace  the  un- 
biased nature  of  the  legally-ori- 
ented court  system.  The  only  cri- 
ticism I would  hold  would  not  be 
directed  to  the  court  system,  but 
only  to  its  lenient  divorce  laws. 
If  these  laws  were  more  string- 


ent, more  couples  would  voluntar- 
ily seek  advise  from  family  coun- 
selors, instead  of  automatically 
thinking  of  divorce.

(Editor's  Note:  Apparently,  in 
his  cry  for  more  stringent  divorce 
laws,  Mr.  Skousen  is  unaware 
that  in  New  York  State,  where 
adultry  is  the  only  grounds  for 
divorce,  divorce  has  become  col- 
lusive by  use  of  over  100  grounds 
for  annulment  which  are  frequ- 
ently fraudulent.  His  ready  de- 
fense of  the  legal  profession  might 
indicate  he  disbelieves  that  div- 
orce cases  are  many  lawyers 
staple  in  their  income.
